Then* an* ii few (Mint* lo remeintM*r 
in the transplanting of shade tree* 
that may he helpful to the render* of 
these notes if they have never had any 
experience along this line. 
lu the first 
plaee, one will get a tree much sooner 
if he takes a sapling three lindies in 
diam eter at tile ground than he will 
with sm aller trees hut a couple of 
years from the seed 
A fter the selec­ 
tion of trees has I sn? ti made the earth 
should 
Is' removed from 
the roots 
within a radius of two f«*et of the 
trunk and the lateral roots eut at this 
point. T he tree may then he lieut over 
sud the dow nw ard growing roots out 
so that they will in* at least eighteen 
inches long. 
The roots should is' kept 
shaded from the sun to prevent drying 
out while being carried to the place 
of planting 
lf Is well to prune any 
torn <*r broken root* h o as to give a 
clean healing surface 
in setting tile 
tree tin* hole should be dug so as to 
give plenty of room aud tile tret* set 
a itll lower than it was in its native 
haunt, 
liefer** tile removal from the 
wood lot where it grew the branches 
dtollld he cut back so th at they will 
be uo longer than the roots, 
lf tile 
season should be very dry the trees 
should he watered. 
Trees like lim elm 
should Is* set not closer than thirty- 
five feet, and if one i* looking a long 
time ahead forty or ti fry feet i* none 
too great a distance. 
With the hard 
maple, ash 
hackberry, birch, thirty 
f<*et is about right. 
A plan followed 
tiy many is to set tree* at one-ha lf 
lite desired distance and a few year* 
tate! thin out. 
The chief defect with
